Old Historical Washington 
Boasts a Rare and Valuable 
Collection of Old Guns

Firearms played an impor- 


tant role in shaping the pattern 
of American history. The image 
of stalwart pioneers marching 
westward carrying their "three 
indispensable tools" — the Bi- 
ble, ax and rifle — remains 
strong in American ideals. 


The collecting of antique fire- 


arms is a growing hobby and 
noteworthy gun collections op- 
en to the public are 
popular 


tourist attractions. 


Arkansas has two such out- 


standing large private gun coll- 
ections open to the public. The 
Saunders Museum at Berry ville, 
housing the lifetime collection 
of the late Col. C. Burton Saun- 
ders, is world famous for qual- 
ity and graphic display. 


A lesser known, but equally 


Fine exhibit of firearms, is the 
B. W. Edwards collection 
on 


display at the Old Washington 
Restoration Foundation Museum 
at Washington in Hempstead 
County. 
: ' 


Washington is now a sleepy, 


oak shaded town northwest of 
Hope. But Washington has carv- 
ed its niche deep in Arkansas 
history, literally, as birthplace 
of the infamous "Bowie Knife", 
staging area for the Texas revo- 
lution and the state's Confed- 
erate Capitol during the Civil 
War. 


B. W. Edwards is a Hope, 


Ark., contractor and advanced 
arms collector. He has assem- 
bled his collection over the past 
?0 years and, oddly enough, 
seldom traveled out of Arkan- 
sas to do it. 


The numbered collection 
is 


fully described and housed in 30 
well lighted glass cases in a 
"burglar proof" air-conditioned 
former bank building. 


The collection has many rare 


pieces. One is a .52 caliber 
smoothbore "Hawken" Buffalo 
gun made by the famous J. S. 
Hawken of St. Louis. Hawken 
rifles are syonymous with the 


fur trappers of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and were their favorite 
shoulder weapons. These short 
flintlock big-bore rifles are as 
characteristic of the "mountain 
men" as the long full-stocked 
"Kentucky rifles" are of Daniel 
Boone's era. 


Case No. 20 in the museum 


contains one of the most sought 
contains one of the most sought 
after items among Winchester 
collectors, a .40 caliber "Volca- 
nic" pistol. These early lever- 
action handguns whose bullet 
contained the powder charge in 
a hollow in its base, were the 
forerunners of the famous Win- 
chester line of lever-action re- 
peating rifles. 


Mr. Edwards also has what 


may be a "one of a kind" Rem- 
ington pistol. Standard models 
of this .50 caliber Remington 
single-shot pistol are all marked 
with the patent date of 1865. 
The one Mr. Edwards has is 
marked Oct. 1, 1861, and May 
15, 1861, Since no authorities on 
Remington pistols of this type 
know of such an early date, Mr, 
Edwards believes he may have 
a rare prototype model of the 
standard production arm. He is 
still trying to unravel the mys- 
tery. 
' 


The museum also has a fine 


display of percussion and cart- 
ridge model 
Colt revolvers, 


"Kentucky" or "Pennsylvania" 
rifles and Winchester and Rem- 
ington arms, plus many others. 


There is also an honored place 


in the museum for what many 
authorities believe is an original 
"James Black made" Bowie 
Knife. 


Pioneer cutler James Black 


made the 
famous 
"Bowie 
Knife" for Co. James Bowie at 
Old Washington in 1831. Bowie 
made his knife, and James 
Black's craftmanship, famous 
before his death at the fall of 
the Alamo during the Texas 
war for independence. 


The Edwards' gun collection, 


and Old Washington's 
many 
historic site, are a "must" 
stopover for tourists in south 
Arkansas.

There is not the slightest 
sign that they intend to stop 
short of anything but an agree- 
ment which would leave South 
Viet Nam at their mercy. 


Ho likely would welcome a 


Conference, 
however.

it Bureau, Credit Bureau of 
Hempstead County, Inc., is a 
member of the Associated Cred- 
it Bureaus of America and by 
that membership is affiliated 
with over 3,000 other offices in 
50 states and 5 foreign countries 
— Canada, England, India, Col- 
lumbia, and Puerto Rico? And, 
did you know that the two big- 
gest users of this service are 
the banks and the FBI? 


The Hope Rotary Club was 


asked these questions and oth- 
ers and heard interesting facts 
about their answers yesterday 
at the noon luncheon meeting 
held at the Diamond. Webb La- 
seter, Jr., manager of the local 
Credit Bureau and Collection 
Agency, told the Rotarians that 
the Credit Bureau is one of 
North America's least known 
businesses. This is because it 
does not directly serve the pub- 
lic. It serves credit grantors 
everywhere 
who 
themselves 


serve the public. 


A Credit Bureau was first or- 


ganized in Hope on February 
15, 1930, was owned by the mer- 
chants, and was called the Re- 
tail Merchants Association.

Carlton was the secretary and 
operated the business from the 
Chamber of Commerce office, 
then located in the City Hall. 
By 1933 it was not longer feas- 
ible for the merchants to con- 
tinue with the Bureau, and Mr. 
Carlton assumed its private op- 
eration. For a time he had an 
office in the City Hall, then in 
the First National Bank, and fi- 
nally in his home. 


In February 1958 the current 


owner set up offices in down- 
town Hope. The Credit Bureau 
of Hempstead County, Inc. now 
is located in the Masonic Build- 
ing on South Main Street with 
Mrs. Elmer Neighbors and Mrs. 
Bob Rosenbaum as secretaries. 
The office 
is , world-wide

South Vietnamese policy. 


The most important of these 


purposes, according to reports 
coming out of the sessions at the 
White House >and State Depart- 
ment, is the formation of a 
stable South Vietnamese gov- 
ernment in Saigon as quickly as 
possible. 


Taylor is understood to have 


reported to Presdient Johnson 
and others here that U.S.- 
backed Premier Nguyen Khanh 
has come to be regarded even 
by his political foes in Saigon as 
an almost indispensable man at 
the moment. 


Taylor feels he is the one man

The other objective on which 


a start is expected in the im- 
mediate future is a clean-up of 
Communist guerrilla forces in 
the four provinces immediately 
around Saigon.
